HE enduring charm of the domestic menage prevailing in eighteenth 

century England is reflected in this collection of furniture, pic- 

tures, and decorative objects which comprised the furnishings of 
“Ooweekin”, Mrs. Lillie Weir Simms’ residence at Saratoga Springs, 
New York, given up by her some time ago, and later sold. 

The furniture dates from the reigns of Queen Anne and the three 
Georges, and bears the stamp of that refined: conservatism which charac- 
terized the English landed gentry at that period and has remained the 
bulwark of the national character, undisturbed by the passing pageant of 
superficialities which so largely fill the popular imagination. 

Perhaps the most important piece from the viewpoint of artistic merit 
and historical value is the Adam-Hepplewhite library bookcase [Number 
376], originally owned by Warren Hastings (1732-1818), British states- 
man and first Governor-General of India. It is unquestionably one of the 
finest examples to be offered at these galleries in many years. Next in 
importance are the two George II claw-footed mahogany tea tables [Num- 
bers 333 and 334], probably the work of Chippendale at his earliest period, 
1735-1740. ‘These tables, despite a difference in the detail of the carving, 
are similar in design and have additional interest in the fact that the top 
of one pivots, thus permitting its surface to be increased by placing an extra 
tray alongside it. Mechanical features of this nature are rarely met with 
in furniture prior to the Hepplewhite period. 

The Chippendale style predominates, being illustrated in several very 
fine sets of chairs, occasional chairs, tables (chiefly of the tripod variety), 
and carved and gilded mirrors, and it is exemplified in a delightful small 
ladder-back armchair [Number 324] which is a combination of restrained 
rococo and neo-classic purity of line. A beautiful Sheraton gilded archi- 
tectural mirror [Number 161], supposedly of American origin, furnishes 
a sentimental appeal, and certain features in its decoration are thought by 
some to symbolize the return of domestic tranquility after the upheaval of 
the Revolutionary War. In architectural furniture of the type favored by 
William Kent, the bureau bookcase [Number 380], with mirrored doors 
and triangular pediment, is an outstanding example. 


Among the paintings are landscapes and sporting pictures of the 
eighteenth and early ninteenth century British schools, of which the most 
remarkable is a superb Ben Marshall, Coursing: Hunters and Hounds 
[Number 291], of important size; a fox-hunting scene by Sartorius [Num- 
ber 286] is interesting for the stylization of movement peculiar to this 
painter. English landscape and genre paintings are represented by the work 
of Nasmyth, Morland, Ward, and Wheatley; among the portraits we may 
note a delightful conversation piece by Ozias Humphrey [Number 297] in 
the manner of Zoffany, and a preliminary sketch by Raeburn for his ddmiral 
Maitland [Number 267]. Portraits of the American school include ex- 
amples by Sully and Benjamin West. Among the decorative material are 
several French and Dutch flower pieces by Monnoyer, van Huysum, and 
others, and a considerable collection of drawings and watercolors. 

European and Oriental ceramics comprise several services of the so- 
called Oriental Lowestoft ware, as well as three especially fine armorial 
dishes [Numbers 260, 260A, and 260B], old Spode and Worcester tea 
services, Chelsea figures and vases, two fine black basalt busts by Wedgwood 
and Bentley [Numbers 253 and 254], and a pair of Yung Chéng figures 
of cocks [ Number 249]. Among the fine glass are some flat-cut Waterford 
pieces of about 1790, five rare Stiegel etched and paneled flip glasses 
[Number 38], and several beautiful Georgian chandeliers and girandoles. 
Outstanding among the smaller objects is a George II walnut bracket clock 
[Number 309] by Benjamin Stretch, a beautiful example of clockmaking 
and exceedingly rare. In the same class are the Chippendale mahogany 
tea caddy [Number 238] with silver handles and claw-and-ball feet, a pair 
of Hepplewhite inlaid tea caddies [Number 303], and a pair of Ming 
carved soapstone mandarin seals [Number 49]. A small amount of 
Georgian silver and about a dozen Oriental rugs comprise the balance of 
the collection. 

In conclusion, we should like to draw attention to the fact that the 
greater part of the collection was assembled with the assistance of Mr. 


H. Burlingham of New York, whose reputation as connoisseur is well known.
